Congress will reassemble next Mon- 
day, the bth of December. The indi- 
cations are that it will be one of the 
liveliest sessions Washington has seen 
for many years.

The Assassin Traces His History as an 
Author, Campaign Speaker and Office 
Seeker—Telis of His Inspiration-“The 
Lord is uno Feel.“ 


Wasnineton, November 30. 

Upon the opening of Court to-day 
Guiteau was taken directly to the 
witness box. Witness was asked by 
Scoville to identify several papers. 
Guiteau then gave his ideas concerning 
the religious tenets of the Oncida 
Community. Witness continued to 
say 1868 instead of 1878, and his at- 
tention being called to it, explained: 

I don't feel very well to-day; my 
brain den’t work just right. It is 
probably owing to the rain. 

GUITEAU BELIEVES IN A HELL. 

Guiteau then resumed the narra- 
tive of his experiences in trying to 
lecture. On one oceasion he tried to 
lecture against Bob Ingersoll. who was 
to deliver a lecture against hell, while 
he {witness), proposed to lecture on 
the existence of a hell. While he 
found, however, people very ready to 
pay fifty cents to hear there was no 
hell, they would not pay a cent to 
hear that there was a hell. 

The witness was asked to identify a 
book handed him, and said: 

„Oh, yes, that’s my revised work 
called Truth,“ a companion book to 
the Bible. I have not seen it since it 
was taken from me when I was ar- 
rested,” 

Witness then desired to read a pas- 
sage, and read a page or two, des- 
criptive of the trials of Apostle Paul, 
in endeavoring to introduce Ubristian- 
ity. 

That was just my case,” said Gui- 
teau, striking his fist upon the desk, 
„ strove to enlighten the world just 
as Paul did. I had no money, and no 
friends,and I had just about as rough 
a time as Paul had.” 

Witness went to New York from 
Boston on the steamer Stonington, and 
when she struck Narragansett thought 
his time had come then, but it had’nt. 
Witvess wrote his speech for Gar- 
field against Hancock in the public 
library at Boston. It was originally 
intended for Grant, as he, witness, 
supposed Grant would be nominated 
at Chicago. After Garfield was nomi- 
nated it had to be all worked over. 

When in New York the witness 
called on General Arthur to offer his 
services in the campaign. He also 
called at Republican headquarters and 
saw all the big men. They were glad 
to see him. He consulted with Gov- 
ernor Jewell, General Arthur and 
others. They were friendly, but told 
him they must have men of big repu- 
tation like Grant end Conkling to do 
the speaking. 

GUITEAU AND GARFIELD. 

Witness added: I was on free and 
easy terms with Arthur, Jewell and 
the rest of them.” Witness made his 
first application for office soon after 
General Garfield's election. He called 
on General (Garfield at the White 
House. “ After Garfield was at leis- 
ure 1 shook hands with him and hand- 
ed him my speech, on which was writ- 
ten Paris Consulship.’ He knew me 
at once. I left him reading the speech, 
and that was the only controversy I 
ever had with President Garfield. 

I wish to state here tha: my getting 
office or not getting office had nothing 
whatever to do with my removing the 
President. That was an act of inspira- 
tion, and was done as a political nec- 
essity. Witness then stated his ex- 
periences at the State department, and 
his interviews with Secretary Blaine, 
described as he termed it, the modus 
operandi of getting at the Secretary of 
State.” Witness described his last in- 
terview with Secretary Blaine, who 
rather hurt his feelings by his rather 
abrupt manner, which was so in con- 
trast with his previous cordiality. 
Witness then determined to see the 
President, and with considerable exhi- 


j bition of excitement he related his 


efforts to see Garfield. 

The witness continued: The party 
was at loggerheads, and I got very 
much worried over it. I wrote several 
notes to the President telling him 
that something must be done, but he 
paid no attention to it.

Scandal in Politics—Kasson’s Divorce 
Suit. 


Wasuinoton, November 30. 

Within twenty-four hours a feeling 
of bitterness has entered into the 
Speakership contest. It has been 
said all along that there was only one 
candidate in the east, and the hope 
of the east in selecting a speaker rest- 
ed largely upon the fact of the multi- 
plicity of candidates inthe west. Mr. 
Reed, of Maine, however, is making a 
much more vigorous push than any 
one supposed he could do, and, as a 
natural result, he has divided the New 
England delegation with Mr. Hiscock, 
so that the east now has two candi- 
dates, as against the two leading can- 
didates of the west, Kasson and 
Keifer. Reed's friends are making 4 
bitter fight against Kassen for some 
reason er other, and they are using 
covertly the facts brought out in the 
unhappy divorce proceedings that took 
place some years ago when Mr. Kas- 
son was first Assistant Postmaster- 
General. That whole affair was very 
unfortunate, and Kasson’s friends say 
the matter has been brought out in 
previous canvasses in Iowa against 
him, and that the people of that State 
have acquitted him of any wrong,that 
he was the victim throughout, and that 
his marriage was a very unfortunate 
one, and the divorce became an abso- 
lute necessity. These matters are not 
discussed in the public prints here, 
but as they are continually in the 
mouths of members in opposition to 
Mr. Kasson, the subject becomes pub- 
lic property. 

The enemies of Mr. Kasson have 
procured a copy of the wife’s bill in 
the divorce proceedings, and tuink 
that they can use 1t with great effect. 
Senator Frye, of Maine, who is taking 
apart in the fight against Kasson, 
says there is no question of Mr. Kas- 
son's ability, but he impugus his hon- 
esty, and says with great vehemence 
that he could not be trusted with the 
fortunes of the party; that he might 
betray it in an emergency.

In consequence of the alarm caused 
in some portions of the West by the 
reported spreading of smallpox, Act- 
ing Postmaster-General Hatton has 
issued an order to the effect that where 
a Postmaster receives official informa- 
tion from the Health Officer of any 
ports or towos that the mail matter 
received is liable to communicate con- 
tagious disease, it shall be his duty to 
refuse to accept such mail matter. 
The mail returned shall be held until 
the prohibition. is removed, and not 
forwarded to its destination until 
properly fumigated.

000 was in actual circulation. There 
has been a total gain of gold coin and

tion. The total amount of gold 
in the country makes a fair show- 
ing compared with the principal 
countries of Europe, being exceeded 
by two. The amount estimated

927,000,000 of gold, has a eitculation 
of abont 8816, 000,000.
